’ Under conditions such as’, obtain 
throughout the nation, it is quite logi- 
cal that government, :both’ state and 
national. should be searching for ways 
and means to make-the pathway easter 
for those ‘having financial troubles, 
That takes in abovt 95 per -cent. of 
the pepulation, So it was to be ex- 
pected that President Hoover should 
urge upon congress again, as he did 
& year or more ago, the necessity for 
“revamping the bankruptcy laws, al- 
though: they fiave served with consid- 
erable satisfaction more than a third 
of a ceytury, 

Mr. Hoover's message weaned new 
efforts an the part of two cangression- 
al groups—one from -the. senate, the 
other from the house—to work out 
Some sort of legislation that would 
serve the desired ends.

It is of more 
benefit to the debtor, to his creditors, 
and to the whole structure of society 
in the community where he does busi- 
ness if the debtor eun be restored as 
u “going concern” and repfy or -re- 
build the investment represented, 

The question of revising the bank- 
ruptey laws was given attention tn the 
1981-82 session of the senate, and the 
Department of. Justice, by direction of 
President Hoover, made a thorough 
examination of court records and .con- 
ditions disclosed by them with a. view 
to shedding light on a course which 
might be developed into a policy, On. 
top af this, Representative McKeown 
—(Dem.), of Oklahoma, introduced a 
bill In the house at the beginning of 
the eurrent session in December, 
which, In effect, seeks to rewrite farm 
mortgages. So that it Is seen the pro- 
posal to do something about, debtors’ 
inability’ to meet their obligations is 
not just a fly-by-night thought.

Let us consider their careers in the order, of ' 


" @&° their appearance on the stage of this romantic 
drama. First Johann August Sutter, the. Swiss 
adventurer, who had emigrated to America in 
1834, went west and-in July, 1839, was stranded 
in the Bay of Yerba Buena (now San Francisco), 
After making a journey into the interior, where 
he was much Impressed with the’ possibilities of 
the country, he conerived the scheme of found- 
ing a colony in the Sacramento valley, Call- 
fornia was then owned by Mexico and Monterey 
was the capital. 

-Hastening there Sutter laid his plan before 
Gov. Juan Alvaredo, Ue would establish a cor- 
don of outposts and check the incursions of hos- 
- tile Indians from the north, he would gather 
the peaceful Indians of California together and 
give them employment and he would bring Kan- 
akas from the Sandwich islands also to work 
for him.: So impressed was Alvaredo with Sut- 
ter's scheme that he gave him a grant of eleven 
square leagues, So In 1841 Sutter established 
hig’ colony, which he named New Helvetia or

Marshall had persuaded Sutter that it was high 
time for them ‘to quit getting out the lumber 
which they needed by hewing and whipsawing 
and suggested that they build a sawmill, Ac 
eordingly Sutter sent Marshall to bulld a mill on 

he American river about 40 miles above the 
fort. 

On the historie morning of January 24 he went 
to inspect the mill race and noticed some glit- 
tering particles In the sand. It might be gold, 
or it might be only mica, Marshal, 


fected the particles tu these tests and as the re. 
sult. began to believe that he had aetually dis- 
covered some of the precions metal He does 
not seem to have bern very much excited over 
it, however, for ft was net until two or three 
days ‘tater that he made a trip back to the fort 
to tell Sutter of the discovery he had made. The 
two men immediately set to work testing the 
metal, first with nitric neld, then by batunecing 
jt on scales with an egual welght of silver and

That night Sutter, as he later said, “felt the 
eurse of the thing upon him.”

But history has strangely neglected this flamboy- 


ant character, Sam Brannan, who was, ff any- 
thing, the most:romantic figure of the three, 
Back in the late thirtfes and early forties Bran- 
nan was a journeyman printer, a free-lance 
writer, an editor and “a natural born promoter.” 
Also he joined the Mormon church, when that 
sect began to flourish, and from an editorial job 
on the Messenger, a Mormon propagandist. news- 
paper, he soon blossomed out into a full-fledged 
elder in the Church of the Latter Day Saints, 
About the time of the exodus of the Mormons 
from Nauvoo, IL. under the leadership of -Brig- 
1 Young for their journey westward to find 
the jpromised land, Brannan chartered the little 
ship: Brookive, filled {t with some 300 Mormons 
and set sait fram New York via Cane Worn for 
California, Late in’ July, 1846, the Brooklyn 


passed through the Golden Gate and Brannan’s 
-Mormons were the 


first Amerienn colonists to 
reach Yerbr Buena. the little Spanish settlement 
on San Francisco” bay. 

ft Is doubtful whetter Sam was at heart a 
Mormon, or ‘anything else in a religious way. He 
was an opportunist of the tirst water and Mor- 


other religion, At any rite. it gave. the rover 
a sort of clerical standing and a chance for tead- 
ership which he was not the. man. to overlook, 
In the hold of his ship he lad brought with 
him a newspaper plant, the -macttinery -for a 
flour mill. plows, harrows and other pioneer. ne- 
cessities. He assumed leadership from the day 
of his landing. He preached the first Engitsh 
sermon. ever heard there, solemnized the first 
Americun: marringe on the soil, set up the first 
flour mill and gave‘the little settlement its first 
newspaper, the California Star. It wasn't long 
before he cut loose from the Saints, .Or, rather, 
the Saints got rid of him. A Mormon, sketch of 
his life says, “His course and habits were not 
consistent with the Hfe of a Lutter Day Saint 
and he was disconnected from the church," 

But Hf his career as a Mormon had ended, his 
enreer asa California promoter (perhaps another 
historic “first") had just begun. He got out a 
special edition of his Star, within a few months
